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BURNING PROTESTANT BIBLES. | 


A recent number of the ‘‘Methodist Pro- 
testant,”” a weekly paper published in Balti- | 
more, contains some strange comments on | 
the address delivered by Collins Lee, Esq., | 
at the commemoration of the landing of 
the Maryland Pilgrims, which took place at 
St. Mary’s on the 15th of last May.

No Jesuit in 
Maryland ever “collected and burned sev- 
eral Protestant Bibles,’ nor did any Jesuit in 
Maryland ever affirm that such burning 
was ‘‘in accordance with the practice of the 
Catholic Church” Fortunately, we have

June 11, whichcharged him (Rev. Mr. Ede- 
len) with having burned several Protestant 
Bibles. Mr. Edelen thusexplains the matter: 

‘*T’o give a satisfactory answer to your in- 
quiry respecting the subject of the paragraph 
in the Chronicle, it would be necessary to 
detail the particular circumstances which, 
I suppose, gave rise to that publication. 
About three months ago I was informed by 
some intelligent Catholics of this county, 
(St. Mary’s,) that Protestant prejudices 
were very high, and that several of their 
principal characters were circulating Protest- 
ant Bibles among the poor and ignorant class 
of Catholics, leading them to believe that 
they were the same as the Catholic Bible. 
Upon hearing this, I informed the Catholics 
in the public church, that Protestant Bibles 
were not orthodox books, and that they as 
Catholics could not retain them and read 
them. I desired them either to destroy all 
such books in their possession, or to deliver 
them up to their respective pastors, that the 
Jatter was the more desirable; and in future 
not to permit themselves to be persuaded 
into such errors, nor to accept of such dona- 
tions. Several Protestant Bibles were 
brought to me, and they are now on my 
table. 

**Nothing more was heard relative to this 
affair, until the latterend of April, when, on 
my return from Baltimore, I found at New- 
town a letter directed to me from one par- 
son Brady, on this subject. 
this letter was to know whether I did pro- 
hibit Catholics from reading Protestant 
Bibles, and whether [ burnt them when in 
my possession, fur such had been the report. 
Though I was not pleased with this strange 
liberty of the parson, yet I answered his 
Jeiter to the following effect. 
more than venerate the Bible, as containing 
the mysteries of divine revelation in its 
pure and uncorrupted state; but far different 
were their sentiments and feelings for that 
book after it had been changed, corrupted 
and misrepresented by our modern sec- 


taries. From this, it was obvious to con-

entrusted to my pastoral care, to hold and to 
read Protestant Bibles or heterodox books, 
and when in my possession [ should doom 
them to any destruction I thought proper 
without asking the counsel of Protestant 
ministers.’ This letter was followed by an 
interchange of several others of a controver- 
sia] nature. Mr. Brady, full of his own 
excellencies, and with an uncommon effron- 
tery, broke forth into dogmatical strains, 
applauding the Protestant tenets and con- 
demning those of the Catholic, until he 
found himself in an entire contradiction with 
himself. In my last letter, I showed him 
the inconsistency of the error into which he 
had fallen. ‘This letter remains as yet un- 
answered. In a few lines he informed me 
that he wanted time to prepare the answer, 
and that he was about to leave the county, 
but on his return would be ready to give it. 
It is believed by all who have seen our cor- 
respondence, that he never will attempt it 
But, as our difference on religion is known 
throughout the county, he, to keep up an ap- 
pearance of success among his Protestant 
brethren, has given rise to that publication 
in the Chronicle.” 

From this letter it appears that, although 
Mr. Edelen was charged, on the 8th of 
June, with having ‘collected and burned 
several Protestant Bibles,’’? these Bibles 
were still on his table, on the 13th of June, 
and consequently that parson Brady, or 
whoever was the author of the article in the 
Chronicle, published an untruth. We have 
further evidence of this in the fact that 
Mr. Edelen offered to show the Bibles on his 
table to the writer in the Chronicle, or to 
any member of the Bible Society who would 
think proper to call at his house. This we 
learn from the fullowing article which he 
sent to Baltimore for publication in the 
Republican. 

‘Messrs Editors,—In running over the 
columus of your valuable paper of the 11th 
inst., [ happened to meet with a commudi- 
cation under the title, * A practical com- 


ment on the papal bull for the suppression 
of the Holy Scriptures,’ on which I trast 
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you will be kind enough to insert the fol- 
lowing reflections : 

«You begin, sir, (If mean the writer of 
the above communication,) your comment 
on the papal bull in the majestic strain of a 
mind filled with the curious notivn that 
Catholics in our days are too wise, too hon- 
orable to pay reverence to pontifical man- 
dates; and, as if transported with the trans-

cendent dignity of the subject, you pay them — 
the adulating tribute of your respect for the | 


opposition (you say) they make to the com- 
mands of their first pastor. Permit me, sir, 
to send back to you, on the part of the Cath- 
oie Church, the compliment you seem to 
pay it. We Catholics glory in paying more 
than respect to the mandates of him who 
ean trace back his commission to the divine 
Founder of Christianity, who has built his 
church upon Peter, the rock against which 
he most sulemuly promised ‘the gates of 
hell should never prevail.’ (Matt. xvi, 18.) 
But pray, sir, tell me what is it you mean 
by the * Papal bull for the suppression of the 
Holy Scriptures ?? Is it that you wish to in- 
form the public that it is the policy of the 
Catholic Church to deprive the laity of the 
word of life, which is contained in the in- 
spired writings? ‘To this 1 have but a word 
to answer—if you will take up the Doway 
Bible, which you may readily find in almost 
any Catholic house, and open the sacred 
volume, you will find at the very head of it 
the interesting letter uf Pius VI to the Bishop 
of Florence, in which, after having much 
applauded his laudable design of translating 
the Scriptures, with nutes explanatory of the 
true meaning of the sacred text, into the 
vulgar language, most earnestly exhorts the 
faithful to feed their souls wiih the heavenly 
manna contained in them. ‘This, sir, I 
think is sufficient to show that your very 
illiberal innuendo is altogether without 
foundation. After this preamble, I come to 
vindicate the Roman Catholic clergyman of 
St. Mary’s county, Maryiand, gaiust the 
unfounded report of having made a bonfire 
of Protestant Bibles. ‘I'his is so far from 
being correct, that, if you or any one of the

Will he permit them to eirculate amongst bis 
flock, and of course they are at his free dis- 
posal. Now [ maintain that the pastor 
alluded to did no more than what every 
Catholic clergyman would be ubliged to do 
1 a similar oceasion. My reason is this, 

use a Cetholic cannot make use of any 
other Scriptures but such as come recom- 
mended, sanctioned and authenticated by the 
high and unerring authority of that church 


to which that sacred deposit of revelation 
has been originally entrusted, and against 
which the Incarnate Truth has assured us 
‘the gates of hell should never prevail,’ 
(Matt. xvi, 18,) and with which he sol- 
emnly promised ‘ to be all days, even to the 
end of the world,’ (Matt. xxviii,) and with 
which the ‘ Holy Ghost is to abide for ever.’ 
(St. John xiv, 16.)” 

The inference to be drawn from the above- 
mentioned documents, the originals of which 
are before us, is this, that Rev. Mr. Edelen 
neither burned the Protestant Bibles nor 
stated that ‘* such an act was in accordance 
with the practice of the Catholic Church.” 
It is easy to conceive how parson Brady, 
with the wonderful powers of invention and 
metamorphosing with which some Protest- 
ants are endowed, could manufacture this 
nonsense from the statements of his oppo- 
nent. But no man of reflection or sincerity 
will believe that Mr. Edelen could have 
uttered such an absurdity. He could not 
have said that the burning of Protestant 
Bibles was “in accordance with the ancient 
and uniform practice of the Catholic 
Church,” because, in the first place, there 
are no Protestant Bibles of ancient date, 


| and secondly, the Catholic Church, having 


no unifurm possession of Protestant Bibles, 
cannot have a uniform practice of burning 
them. She has no practice in the matter. 
If such Bibles have been destroyed some- 
times, (of which we are not aware,) the act 
can be proved to have been a prudent and 
wise measure, as the Rev. Mr. Edelen 
showed in his letter to parson Brady, with- 
out having recourse to a practice of the 
Church, which exists no where except in 
the glowing fancy of her adversaries. The 
development of this point we shall re- 
serve for another occasion.

On the 9th day of August, in the year of 
our Lord 1849, the 74th year of the inde- 
pendence of the United States, under the 
pontificate of our most holy Father Pope 
Pius IX, Zachary Taylor being President 
of the United States, Philip F. Thomas 
Governor of Maryland, the Most Rev. Sam- 
uel Eecleston, Archbishop of Baltimore, 
blessed and laid the corner stone of a church 
to be erected in Montgomery county, State 
of Maryland, to the glory of the Almighty 
God, in honor of St. John the Apostle, under 
the patronage of the ever blessed Virgin 
Mary, conceived without original sin, the 
Patroness of the United States of North 
America.

Rev. and Dear Sir,—The Right Rev. 
Bishop, after spending nearly three months 
in the visitation of his extensive diocess, 
paid this region of country another visit on 
his way to his home in Wheeling. 

Gratifying indeed is the reflection for that 
good and zealous bishop that in all his trav- 
els throughout the length and breadth of the 
** Old Dominion,” he has found Catholicity 
moving on with giant strides; and in many

places, where a short time since the name 


of Catholic was unknown, or, if Known, but 


to be despised, he found that name now re- | 


spected and revered. 

Soon after the close of the Council the 
Bishop visited this part of Virginia, and ad- 
ministered the sacrament of confirmation to 
one hundred persons, ten of whom were 
converts to our holy Church. A short time 
since we had the happiness of seeing him 
once more amongst us. 

At Warrenton he preached frequently to 
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large and attentive audiences, giving plea. 
sure and satisfaction to all who had the hap- 
piness of hearing him. He confirmed ai 
this place and at Upperville eleven persons, 
ten of whom were converts; amongst the 
number was a distinguished alumnus of 
Georgetown College. 

On Sunday he visited Winchester. He 
delivered a powerful discourse in the morn- 
ing in the church; but finding it too small 
to accommodate one half of the audience, 
he preached on Sunday evening and Mon- 
day night in the court house. 

At Harper’s Ferry we had the pleasure 
of listening to two eloquent and argumenta- 
tive sermons on the rule of faith and the 
Christian ministry, which were duly appre- 
ciated by an intelligent and reading com- 
munity. At this place a magnificent organ 
has just been put up, built by Mr. Burger, 
of Baltimore, who is an accomplished gentle- 
man, well worthy of patronage, and sure to 
give satisfaction to all who may employ 
him. Here, although the church is large 
and the holy sacrifice offered up twice on 
Sunday, it is yet too small for the wants of 
our fast increasing congregation. ‘The Cath- 
olics here are worthy of all praise for the 
zeal and liberality with which they con- 
tributed tu the adornment of their beautifal 
church, built by the lamented Father Gil- 
dea—as also for their politeness and atten- 
tion to the many Protestants who Sunday 
after Sunday are tu be found here, listening 
to the doctrines of our holy faith explained 
by our pastor, Rev. Mr. Plunkett. 

The Bishop, after spending a couple of 


| days at Martinsburg, where, before his ele- 


vation to the episcopacy, he was pastor for 
many years, and enjoying the society of his 
numerous frieads, Catholic and Protestant, 
he started for the scene of his former labors, 
Bath. Here in that perfect vigor of Gothic 
style, raised to the honor of Almighty God, 
under the patronage of St. Vincent, he who 
was the architect, the bricklayer, the car- 
penter and pastur, is now the Bishop; and 
on Sunday administered confirmation to 
thirty-four persons within its walls. Eight 
were received into the Church on that day, 
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some of them the most respectable of the | 
community. One particularly attracted a | 
good deal of attention. She is the accom- | 
plished daughter of one of the most cele- | 
brated preachers in the valley of Virginia, 
distinguished alike for his talents and elo- 
quence as fur his hatred of every thing 
Catholic.

| the health of the Holy Father. May the 


generous sentiments of our venerable Pontiff 
meet with no impediment. May he be for 
many years surrounded by the love of his 
subjects, as he is to-day by our respect and 
devotion.””. A funeral ceremony, with all 
cne pomp and solemnity, to the memory of 
the French soldiers who fell in the late cam- 
paign, was celebrated at the church of St. 
Louis des Franeais on the murning of the 
24th July. Rome was perfectly tranquil, 
and the cunduet of the French officers and 
soldiers was exemplary. The cafes were 
crowded by Romans and French indiscrim- 
inately, and that alienation which appeared 
at first is now gradually wearing away. 
The conduct of the French army since its 
arrivel in Rome is described as admirable, 
‘The men are mild and eonciliating, and the 
officers treat all classes of citizens with cour- 
tesy and respect.

published the fullowing notice at Bologna,

**All discount on the exchange of any de- 
scription of paper money is prohibited. Any- 
body violating this notice shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five crowns, or 
more than 100 crowns, to be applied to the 
purposes of the Treasury. Should the trans- 
gressor be not a trader, he shall be impris- 
oned for a period of not less than one month, 
nor more than two months. ‘The directors 
of the police are strictly recommended to 
take measures fur the prompt execution of 
this command, and to receive all information 
offered to them, so that the transgressors 
may be punished with a!l the rigor of the 
law.””

Irish poplin dress and light searf, aud looked 
in the best health and spirits. ‘To give the 
names of all present would be not only a 
hereulean but an unprofitable task ; it will 
be sufficient to say that they comprised 
nearly all the nobility and gentry of Ireland, 
and a large sprinkling of English haut ton.
